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STRIVING FOR DELAY. 


HOW THE ILLINOIS OENTRAL WORKS 
THE LAKE-PRONT OASE. 


Request for the United States Supreme 
Court Mandate Made Yesterday by F. D. 
McKenney, a Washington Attorney — 
Counsel for the Railroad Opposes the 
Iveuance of the Mandate and the Matter 
Will Be Settled Monday —Decision Like- 
ly to Rest with Justice Jack. n. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., March 30.—[Special. |— 
Death and delay are the agencies which the 
Illinois Central relies upon to save ita grip on 
the Chicago Lake-Front. A hint of its efforts 
to stay the judgment of the Superior Court 
has heretofore been given in Tun Taripunsz. 
Toaay the climax was reached when, by its 
counsel, it came into court and boldly op- 
posed the motion to issue the mandate of the 
court, which would release its grasp from the 
Chicago harbor. Perhaps if the counsel for 
the city and State had been swift to take ad- 
vantage of the refusal of the court to grant a 
rehearing the rallway would have given up. 

The rehearing was denied March 6. Even a 
railroad corporation might have lacked the 
impudence to come into court right on the 
heels of that and seek to prevent the issuance 
of a mandate. But as the request was not 
made on behalf of the city and State the Illi- 
nois Central’s lawyer had time to take breath 
and plan for another move. So long as the 
record of its action is before the court just so 
long its action is subject to reversal through its 
own volition. But when the record once leaves 
the court and the mandate goes down the pos- 
sibility of reconsideration is ended. 

It is not known here why there was any 
delay ia making the request for the mandate 
to issue. Under the rules of the court it 
would not go down till the end of the term 
unless a request were made for it by counsel. 
But it would have been simple enough to 
have asked for the mandate as soon as the 
motion of the Illinois Central for a rehearing 
was denied. However, that was not done and 
the railroad had time to supplement the 
labors of its own able lawyers by the counsel 
of an eminent attorney of New York. The 

etermination then was reached to keep on 
fighting. 
Request for the Mandate. 


Today F. D. McKenney, a Washington at- 
torney, presented the much-belated request 
for the mandate. John N. Jewett was on 
hanq; to oppose it. The court does not allow 
argument on a matter of this kind. Mr. 
Jewett was merely permitted to make the 
| suggestion that the manaate ought not to be 
issued now and was told that he could lay be- 
fore the court any written statement of his 
objections. There have been occasions when 
the court has not been so considerate of an 
attempt to interfere with the promulgation of 
its decrees, but has on the instant overrulei 
the objection. Perhaps this would have hap- 
pened today if Justice Field had been on the 
bench. The Justice, however, was kept at 
home by a severe cold and his associates in his 
absencedid not apparently care to take any 
action. So the matter went over. Probably 
when the court meets again Monday Justice 
Field will be able to take his place on the 
bench and the court may then dispose of the 
matter. 

No ground is given why the lilinsis Central 
wants the mandate held back, but it presuma- 
bly will present some technicality. It may 
ask a modification of the judgment. The first

recess. This, however, is not true. In 
opposing the issuance of the mandate 
it cannot go into the subject matter of 
the case. It could only get a rehearing by 
one of the Justices who joined in the ma- 
jority judgment asking for it. Every day, 
nevertheless, is worth soniething to the rail- 
road, and it may have been that all Mr. Jew- 
ett hoped for was that the New York counsel 
for the company by gaining a little more 
time could have a better chance to influence 
one of the majority Judges in believing that 
he did not know what he decided in the first 
instance. 
Rules Regarding a Rehearing. 

The rule of the Supreme Court in regard to 
a rehearing is as follows: 

A petition for rehearing after judgment can be 
presented only at the term at which judgment is 
entered, unless by special leave granted during 
the term, and must be printed and briefly and dis- 
— state its grounds and be supplied by cer- 
t te of counsel, and will not be granted or per- 
mitted to be argued unless a Justice who con- 
curred in the judgment desires it and a majority 
of court so determines, 

The pith of the rule is in the latter clause. 
It means that if Justice Field or Justice 
Brewer could be convinced that they erred 
in their original judgment it would still be 
possible Aor the Illinois Central to get the 
whole case reopened. Justice Lamar died 
after the decision was rendered and Justice 
Harlan is in Europe. There have been cases 
just like the Lake-Front case, where the court 
divided closely, where one of the Justices had 
doubts spring up in his oWn mind and agreed 
toa rehearing where death intervened and 
pwhere an original juagment was reversed. 
That is why those who are familiar with the 
practice of the court have been surprised that 
there should have been a days’ delay in asking 
for the mandate. 

The Illinois Central seems to have been 
hoping for something of this sort. If by any 
shuffling it should delay the mandate and get 
a rehearing the whole matter would probably 
resolve itself into au argument addressed to 
the judgment of Justice Jackson. Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller and Justice Blatchford would not 
sit in reargument. Theremaining six Justices 
wéuld be likely to divide as they did last De- 
sember when Justices Field, Harlan, and 
Brewer maintained the cause of the city and 
State against the railroad, while Justices 
Brown, Gray, and Shiras took the opposite 
ground. 4 

Rests Entirely with Justice Jackson, 


‘Justice Jackson, as Justice Lamar’s suc- 
cessor, would therefore in all probability be 
the man to determiace whether the court’s 
original judgment should stand. The argu- 
ments which satisfied the mind of Justice 
Lamar might not satisfy the mind of Justice 
Jackson. This is the theory on which the at- 
torneys for the railroad have developed their 
case. 

In ordinary litigation, after the emphatic 
denial of a motion for a rehearing, such as 
was given in the Lake-Front case, the strug- 
gle would end and the defeated parties would 
give up. A corporation, however, has no feel- 
ings to be hurt. The I'linois Central has em- 
ployed the persuasive Joseph H. Choate 
of New York and the pugnacious. Benja- 
min H. Bristow, ex-Secrétary of the 
Treasury. to fight its present battle. It is per- 
missible for counsel to apply personally to the 
Justices to present fresh arguments, or at 
least to ask whether they may be heara. It 1 
understood that this ig just what Messers.

There Is Ne Truth in the Stories That 
Have Been Printed—-An Abundance of 
Good Drinking Water Free to Ali— 
Plenty of Toilet Rooms No Extra 
Charge to the Main Exhibition. 
President Higin botham of the World’s Fair 
took up his pen yesterday and attached his 
signature to an official statement which will 
set the public right on eight important points 
in regard to the Exposition management. 
For several weeks misleading stories have ap- 
‘peared in the public prints. The burden of 
them has been that wherever a visitor to the 
Fair would turn he would be obliged to pay a 
fee. It has even been stated that nothing 
could be enjoyed at Jackson Park without 
cost except air. In view of the general pub- 
licity and wide misapprehension of the facts 
President Higinbotham yesterday issued the 


following: 


“‘Worip’s Coruna Exposrrion, CMA. 
March 30, 1893.—To the Public: Because of many 
isrep tati and misstatements relative 
to Exposition management and affairs being in 
circulation through the press and otherwise, both 
in this country and abroad, and in reply to many 
letters of inquiry or complaint touchmg the 
same matters, it seems advisable that some official 
statement regarding them should be made to the 
public. Therefore I respectfully ask that the 
widest publicity be given to the following facte: 
1. The Exposition will be opened in readiness 
for visitors May 1. 

2. An abundance of drinking water, the best 


supplied to any great city in the world, will be 


provided free to all. The report that a charge 
would be made for drinking water probably arose 
from the that hygeia water can also be had 
by those who may desire it at one cent a glass. 

3. Ample provisions for seating will be made 
without charge. 

4. About 1,500 toilet rooms and closets will be 
located at convenient points in the buildings and 
about the grounds and they will be absolutely 
free to the public. This is as large a number in 
proportion to the estimated attendance as has 
ever been provided in any exposition. In addi- 
tion to these there will also be nearly an equal 
number of lavatories and toilet rooms of a costly 
and handsome character as exhibits, for the use 
of which a charge of five cents will be made. 

5. The admission fee of 50 conts will entitle the 
visitor to see and enter all the Exposition build- 
ings, inspect the exhibits, and, in short, to see 
everything within the Exposition grounds, ex- 
cept the Esquimau Village and the reproduction 
of the Colorado cliff dwellings. For these as 
well as for the special attractions on Midway 
Plaisance a small fee will be charged. 

6. Imposition or extortion of any description 
will not 66 tolerated. 

7. Free medical and emergeney hospital service 
is provided on the grounds by the Exposition 
management. 

. The Bureau of Public Comfort will provide 
commodious free waiting-rooms, including spa- 
cious ladies’ parlor and toilet- rooms in various 
parts of the grounds. 
H. N. Hiarnsorsam, President. 
Indorsed by the Director-General. 

Director-General Davis has indorsed all 
that the statement conveys. He did not sign 
it because of the fact that the Exposition man- 
responsible for the granting of 
Eighty acres of this spass is devoted to State 
buildings in which will be the headquarters 
of the World’s Fair Commissioners of the 
various States of the Union. No charge, of 
course, will be made to them. The 400 acres 
on which stand the buildings that have cost 
the Ex positior company nearly $18,000,000, in- 
cluding the preparation of the ground, consti- 
tute the Expesition. It is in these struc:ures 
that exhibits from almost every nation on 
earth will be installed and they are the World’s 
Fair, the buildings of which the White City 
is formed, and it is of them and their artistic 
beauty that so much has been written. 

Bat the World’s Columbian Exposition 
promised to be such a great affair from the 
time of its inception that there were attracted 
to it numerous private enterprises which in 
themselves are of a costly and almost magnifi- 
cent character. They are known as conces- 
sions, and with two exceptions they have been 
located on the Midway Plaisance, a strip of 
land one mile long and about 600 feet wide. 
It rans directly west from the north end of 
Jackson Park. While it is a portion of the 
Exposition grounds it is devoted wholly to 
side exhibitions, Still the visitor may pass 
through this strip of land without cost and see 
the beautifal buildings which have been 
erected as characteristic of half a score 
of foreign nations. One of these is the Ger- 
man Village, on which will be expended over 
$200,000. The visitor may see the character 
of the architecture, but if he chooses to go in- 
side and witness some of the entertainments 
he will be obliged to pay a fee as would any 
one who should coine to Chicago and care to 
attend its places of amusement, The Libbey 
Glass company of Toledo, O., has erected a 


| com plete glass manufacturing plant at an ex- 


pense of $100,000. The visitor will not be 

charged for entering the factory and observ- 

ing the methods of glass-making. It is only 

in case be desires to purchase something that 

he will be obliged to resort to his pocket book. 
On the Midway Plaisance. 

There will be on the plaisance many other 
attractions of like character, to enjoy which is 
optional with the visitor. But no one who 
enters Jackson Park next summer will ever 
misa the plaisance if he does not wish to ex- 
spend money in witnessing the entertain- 
ments provided there. The big show of Ex- 
position buildings will be so great and so ex- 
pansive that the rambler about the grounds 
may spend weeks in viewing interesting 
sights without knowing that the Midway 
Plaisance shows are in existence. 

President Higinbotham in his statement 
might have been more specificon a number 
of facts. The drinking water which will be 
supplied free is to be either filtered or steril- 
ized. The process of sterilization is accom- 
plished by boiling the water. This has been 
done for months at the grounds to supply the 
laborers and others engaged at work there. 
Months ago the Exposition company made a 
contract for something less than 3,000 drink- 
ing ‘fountains. These fountains have each 
four faucets, so that 12,000 people may drink 
at the same time. These fountains will be dis- 
tributed all over the ground, and, as has been 
indicated, the water will be either filtered or 
sterilized. The Hygeia company is merely a 
side issue in dispensing water. It was per- 
mitted to build a great many booths about 
the ground simply for the accommodation of 
those who wish to drink mineral spring water 
rather than that from Lake Michigan. 

The 1,500 free toilet rooms and closets will

The concessionaire 
who has the restaurants on the grounds is 
subject always to the supervision of Exposi- 
tion officials. The prices charged for food 
must be approved by the authorities, and in 
this case the persons to fix the prices are the 
members of the Ways and Means committee, 
which granted the concession. Before Mr. 
Higinbotham became President of the Expo- 
sition he was the Chairman of this Ways and 
Means committee. Then, as now, he approved 
all contracts, and what he says in ms state- 
ment comes from a knowledge of the facts. 
Free Hospitals. 

Free medical and emergency hospitals will 
be provided in different portions of the 
grounds. Great forethought is being exer- 
cised in this particular, just as was the case 
last October on dedication day. Then, at 
much expense, hospitals were provided free in 
several of the buildings for that day to secure 
prompt attention in case of mishaps to visit- 
ors. 

‘The Bureau of Public Comfort is a part of 
the Exposition management. Aspecial build- 
ing for its use is now being constructed at the 
north end of the park. At the south end, in 
the big terminal station, where all the passen, 
gers outside Chicago to the Fair will land, the 
bureau has been given a great number of 
rooms in which will be furnished free avcom- 
modations. At the southeast corner of the 
park, in the Casino Buildmg, more room has 
been reserved for this same Bureau of Public 
Comfort. In each of these buildings will be 
cheap lunch counters, checking-rooms, barber 
shops, etc., and tables where those who feel so

The Mayoralty Candidate of the Citizens 
Shews Plainly Hew the People Are Ar- 
rayed Against the “Gang” and Busi- 
ness Principles Against the Unruly Ele- 
ment of the Community—Stock- Yards 
Employes Cheer the Leaders—Enthusi- 
asm at Many Referm Gatherings. 

Some 2,000 citizens of Englewood gathered 
last night in Arcade Hall, ‘at Sixty-fifth and 
Wentworth avenue, to testify their adhesion 
to the cause of good city government. The 
meeting was called to order at 8 o’clock by 
Joseph Badenoch Jr., who acted as Chairman. 
In opening the meeting Mr. Badenoch said 
the voters had met there not as Republican; 
or ocrats but as people who had assem- 
bled to assert their rights, who proposed to 
throttle the evil which threatens the body 
politic in the form of the Carter 
Harrison campaign. The question before 
the people was whether the affairs of the city 
should be administered in an economical and 
efficient manner for the benefit of the taxpay- 
ers or for the collection of the taxes for the 
benefit of the taxeaters.

Lincoty, Neb., March 30.—[Special, |—Im- 
peachment proceedings in Nebraska have be- 
gun in dead earnest, The legal committee 
to whom the evidence in the penitentiary and 
asylum matters was submitted with a view of 
getting an opinion as.to the. liability of the 
members of the Board of Public Lands and 
Buildings to impeachment submitted 4. re- 
port to the House this forenoon, There is a 
majority and @ minority report, but beth 
recommend impeachment, 

The may report is signed by George W. 
Doane of Omaha, a Democrat, and W. I. 
evens of Kearney, a Populist. It is as fol- 
ows: 

To the Honorable the House of Representatives: 
We, the undersigued, appointed by your honor- 
able body to examine the testimony taken by the 
several committees appointed to examine into the 
accounts, expenditures, and other features of the 
State institutions, haye carefully considered the 
same, and in our opinion there is su 
cient testimony taken and reported by 
said committees to warraut the instituting of im- 
peachment proceedings against the following per- 
sons—to-wit: John C. Allen, Secretary of State; 
A. R. Humphrey, Commissioner of Publie Lands 
and Buiid + George H. — i Attornay- 
General; J. E. Hill, en- Treasurer of State. We 
do not understand that it was within the purview 
of the resolution under which we were appointed 
to report any special finding of tlie facts upon

WHERE DEALERS DISOOVER THEIR 
MISSING PURNITURE. 


World's Fair Hotel on Sixty-third 
Street, and Neglects to Settle— A Search 
for the Property Leads to the Discovery 
of Apartments Between Floors and 
Ceilings in Which Some of the Goods 
Are Stowed. 


H. H. Holmes has been one of the best pat- 
rons of furniture dealers they have had for 
years. He purchased large bills and did not 
haggle about the prices. In fact Mr. Holmes 
was an ideal customer but for one thing—he 
neglected to pay for the goods. When the 
furniture companies sent to the World’s Fair 
hotel which Mr. Holmes was fitting up to get 
their property they could not find it. Sher- 
iff’s writs and search warrants had no charm. 
Finally a colored man about the place 
“ leak.d,” and in secret rooms in the build- 
ing about half the bedroom sets, mattresses, 
and other things were found. 

Holmes has been operating in Chicago 
since September, 1892. He is a well-dressed, 
good-looking man, 30 years old. At Nos. 701 
and 703 Sixty-third street isan old hotel or 
flat building remodeled into a World’s Fair 
hotel. It has a forty-foot front and is four 
stories high. A large restaurant is on the 
ground floor. This property was in Holmes’ 
name at one time, but was conveyed to Mrs. 
Belknap, his mother-in-law, then to H. S. 
Campbell, and finally to the Campbell-Yates 
company, recently incorporated. It is prac- 
tically buried under mechanics’ liens and 
other incumbrances. 

Holmes called on the Tobey Furniture com- 
pany Dec. 20. He represented himself, it is al- 
leged, as an agent of Campbell, Yates & Co. He 
wanted $400 worth of furniture and would pay 
cash on delivery. He offered Campbell’s 
pe r as security and had the account chargei 
olmes & Belkund. The goods were de- 
1 A few days later other establish- 
ments were referred to the Tobey comrany 
by Holmes. Suspicion was aroused and a 
lawyer was sent to Sixty-third street to get a 
mortgage on the furniture. He failed and — 
Sheriff was sent with a writ. No pro 
was found. A search warrant also foun 
house empty. 

Hidden in Secret Rooms.

When the building was remodeled, one half 
of it was only partly raised, and a room was 
walled in half way between the first and sec- 
ond floors. No doors led to it, and the space

Following this, he walked 
through the restaurant to the dining- 
room elevator in the rear. The next 
load of dishes that went up 
had bim for company. Ten feet above the 
main floor he ay 5 off onto a narrow plat- 
form. Lighting his lantern he pulled aside 
an old door. Inside the 10x10 room was the 
remainder of the Tobey company’s furniture, 
and twelve mattresses and six springs belong 
ing to Schultz & Hirsch, Desplaines and Van 
Buren streets. A step ladder in the elevator 
shaft was the only way to get out, but this was 
procured and the goods removed. 

Over $100 worth of goods were still missing. 
While the house was being searched Holmes 
led the way. After one room was opened and 
found empty another was looked into and as 
this was being done, confederates, it is al- 
leged, carried several folding beds into the 
empty room.

The 
labor people seem to be rallying around him 
with spirit, pot because they think him an 
ideal candidate or because they beve any 
hope that he will be elected, but because they 
want to make: a demonstration of their 
strength in favor of the principles of the la- 
bor union, especially the eight-hour day prin- 
ciple. In this they seem to be following the 
lead of the English labor leaders, who at 
many recent elections in Great Britain have 
put forward labor candidates, not with any 
hope of electing them but to prove their 
strength, and thus to demonstrate to the 
leaders of the old parties the necessity for 
taking account of the wage-working masses iu 
politics. The result of the policy pursued in 
England has been that labor candidates for 
Parliament are now frequently recognized by 
the Liberal ‘organization and elected. The 
labor leaders in Chicago seem to have caught 
the spirit of their English brethren, and if it 
is demonstrated through the votes for Cregier 
that they have a considerable following the 
old parties in this city will be careful to rec- 
ognize them in the future. ‘lhe labor leaders 
last fall made “the blunder of supporting the 
Democratic candidate without condition or 
adequate pledges on his part.. They have re- 
ceived no recognition for their services, nor 
are they likely to receive any. Their present 
policy seems to be wiser. 


A FULL VOTE WILL BEAT HARBISON, 

Carter H. Harrisou's managers say that if 
they can get 100,000 votes for their candidate 
next Tuesday he will be elected. They are 
counting ther on the apathy of the more in- 
telligent voters and business-men, Last No- 
vember 250,000 votes were polled in this city. 
If those who went to the polls last fall do so 
this spring there will be no doubt about Har- 
rison’s defeat. According to his own man- 
agers he would in that event be in a minority 
of about 50,000. Allowing 25,000 votes for 
Cregier and Ehrenpreis, Allerton’s majority 
over Harrison would be 26,000, It will be 
seen from these figures that it is quite pos- 
sible for the people of Chicago to defeat the 
candidate of the gamblers and the gang next 
Tuesday. It will be only necessary for them 
to go to the polls and to deposit their ballots. 
It will not be as difficult to vote as it was last 
fall. There are more polling places this time. 
They are more conveniently located, There 
will be abundant time to vote. It is now cer- 
tain that moat of the business houses will 
close in the forenoon 80 as to give their em- 
ployéa an opportunity to exercise their privi- 
leges as citizens. The poils will be open at 6 
o’clock. They will not close until 4 o' clock. 
No man can say that he has not an opportu- 
nity to vote. ‘here will be only about 300 
voters to each precinct. There will be no 
long rows of men in line. Voting will be 


prompt. 


Every citizen will be furnished with a spec- 
unen ballot between now and election day. 
In the leisure of his home thé voter can ex- 
amine this ballot and ascertain how it is to be 
marked to express his choice. The matter is 
quite simple. Take the specimen ballot print- 
ed in Tuz Taisunz of yesterday. Suppose the 
voter desires to vote the Republican Citizens’ 
ticket without a change, all he needs do is to 
put a cross in the circle at the top of the sec- 
ond column. In the case of a Democrat who 
wants to vote his party's ticket, but at the 
same time wants to vote for some of the can- 
didates on the Republican Citizens’ ticket, 
say Allerton for Mayor, Van Cleave for City 
Clerk, and Henry Spears for North Town Col- 
lector, all he needs to dois to put marks in the 
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Cleave, and Spears, and put a cross also in the 
circle at the head of the first column. By 
marking thus he votes for all the candidates 
on the Democratic ticket except Harrison, 
Gastfield, and Hvechster. Most intelligent 
voters will have no difficulty in marking their 
ticket so as to express their choice, 

There should be no hesitation then on the 
part of those citizens in going to the-poils next 
Tuesday and voting for the candidates of their 
choice. If there isa full vote Harrison will 
be defeated. If there is only a three-fourths 
vote Harrison may be elected and the City of 
Chicago will be given over to the rule of the 
gamblers, the groggerykeepers, and the dis- 
reputables, and there will be no such thing as 
a fair election in this city for many years to 
come, for under Harrison the police force 
will be used openly, avowedly, and effectively 
as an agency of the gang. 


THE POLICE AT THE POLLS. 

Following the customary proclamation of 
the Mayor for the closing of saloons next 
Tuesday during the polling hours, Supt. Mc- 
Claughry has issued an order to his Inspectors 
instructing them to call out the reserves for 
duty at the polis on election day and to detail 
at least two officers at each polling place to 
preserve order.“ According to the reports 
the Inspectors are charged among other 
things to select the most careful and expe- 
rienced men in their commands: for duty at 
the polis and to see that the Mayor’s procia- 
mation in regard to liquor selling is strictly 
enforced.” The proclamation against liquor- 
selling on election day 1s never eufurced.: It 
will not be on this occasion, The ar- 
rangements are unwise Two men are 
to be detailed to preserve order at each poll- 


* 


ing place. As there are 800 such places within 


the city limits it will take 1,600 men for this 
duty alone. In some of the precincts there is 
no more necessity for a patrolman than there 
is in church. On the other hand there are 
precincts in the city where two men cannot 
possibly preserve order next Tuesday. Maj. 
McClaughry understands thie very well, 
and he told a delegation of the Citizens’ com- 
mittee yesterday that if they would name 
those precincts where trouble was feared hs 
would send an extra force. This proposition 
is m the right direction. It should be 
promptiy acted on. But in order to meet the 
demands that will be made in consequence of 
it, the order about assigning two patrolmen 
to the quiet and peaceable precincts ought to 
be recalled, It merely follows an old and 
absurd custom. It is time to change it. One 
men is enough at peaceful polis, 

Under the perfunctory and customary order 
also the Inspectors are told to select the most 
careful and experienced men in their com- 
niand for duty at the polls. Three of the In- 
svectors who are in sommand of the toughest 
districts of the city—Lewis, Schaack, and 
Hunt—are avowed partisans of the gang can-

sigument. At three-fourths of the polling- 
places one officer will be sufficient for the 
proper enforcement of law and order. In the 
tough precincts, where disorder, rows, fights, 
and riots are as certain as election day comes 
around, from five to ten men should be sta- 
tioned, and they should be placed ir. command 
of officers of discretion and known integrity. 


DEATH PENALTY IN MICHIGAN, 

Some years ago the State of Michigan abol- 
ished the death penalty. For many years a 
murderer,no matter how bloodthirsty, has been 
punished only by imprisonment for life. The 
recent performances of young Latimer have 
naturally set a good wany people in Michigan 
to thinking. and several of them seem to have 
reached the conclusion that the abolition of 
the death penalty in all cases was an unfort- 
unate concession to sickly sentimentality. 

Latimer was convicted of the murder of his 
mother. It is generally believed that prior to 
the conmission of that crime he poisoned his 
father. He was sent to the Jackson peniten- 
tiary for life. Last week he poisoned one of 
the guards and escaped, but was recaptured. 
How shall he be punished for this last delib- 
erate and patiently planned murder? As the 
law stands all that can be done with him is to 
sentence him to imprisonment for life. Prob- 
ably such a sentence has no terrors for Lati- 
mer, nor would it have for any man already 
as deep in the mud ashe can get. This young 
offender is irresponsible. He oan kill a guard 
a day if he feels hke it and nothing can 
be done to him for it, except perhaps to put 
him on short rations or flog him, whereupon 
the humanitarians would protest. 

A bill has beén introduced in the Michigan 
Legislature providing that whoever murders 
any one in making his escape from a prison 
may be hanged. Thisis a step in the right 
direction, but if it is proposed to take away 
a person’s life because he tries to regain his 
liberty, it woyld be better to go a little 
farther and permit a jury to take away his 
life because of the premeditated crime which 
deprived him of his liberty. 

The Detroit Tribune is one of the Michigan 
papers which take the ground thatthe time 
for punishing murders in the first degree by 
death has arrived. It says that the ratio of 


murders to the total population is greater in 


Michigan than in adjoining States where the 
death penalty is retained. The Tribune does 
not believe the people of Michigan are spe- 
cially criminal or lawless. It thinks that— 

The law now in force prescribing life imprison- 
ment for murder in tke first degree is not suf- 
ficiently severe to inspire that respect for and 
fear of law which is the only safeguard 
of soeviety. The only other form of punishment 
for this crime known to civilized communities is 
the death penalty, and the Tribune is firmly con- 
vinoed that the time has come when Michigan 
must return to that form of punishment, 

It is the deliberate opinion of the Tribune 
that the present law seems to have lost its 
influence over the criminal elements of the 
State and the Legislature must enact one 
“that will inspire terror and dread in the 
heart of homicides,”’ 

Certainly it is a mistake for a community 
to deprive itself of the power of inflicting the 
death penalty. The tenderness of modern 
juries is suc! that only the bloodiest. of of- 
fenders will be sentenced to be hanged —and 
not all of them. There 


should turn away and who should be hanged, 
because that is the best disposition that can be 
made of them. The Michigan Legislature 
will act wisely if it listens to the Detroit pa- 
per and makes murder a less safe amusement 
than it is now in that State.

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THE MOVEMENT OF GOLD. 

The London Financial Times is sarcastical- 
ly severe on the policy (?) of President Cleve- 
land and his advisers in dealing with the silver 
problem. It says it is understood that there 
is to be no heroic borrowing, least of alla 
great European loan. So long as bond issues 
of eight orten million dollars will keep the 
gold in the Treasury above low water mark 
that will be resorted to; and the bonds will be 
negotiated on the best terms possible with 
American banks. But each issue required 
will be a new turf of the screw for the silver 
men, It will mark a further stage in the sil- 
ver crisis, and the question for the country 
will be how long it can stand the ordeal.” 
The paper adds that “the end may come 
with a rush,” but calls attention to the 
fact that so far from being poor in 
gold the United States contains not far from 
double the amount in the United Kingdom. 
But there is a serious difference in the effi- 
ciency of the two amounts, The English gold 
has only itself and a limited amount of paper 
money to take care of. It is not burdened 
with the responsibility of -maintaining an 
artificial equilibrium between itself and nine 
hundred million dollars of depreciated sil- 
ver.“ It is the having to support that load, 
plus another four and a half millions of silver 
every month, that exposes American gold to 
danger. And the Times speaks of the un- 
certain condition of the financial interests of 
this country while the government chooses 
to leave them at the mercy of an inflated 
silver currency, which drives gold out of the 
country and discredits for the time being all 
American invest ments.“ 

It is true there is a great deal of gold in the 
country, but it is mostly held by parties who 
do not want to put it in circulation, They do 
not sell the gold which is exported. That is 
drawn from the National Treasury, and but a 
small percentage of the customs duties are 
paid in gold. There is thus a continual drain. 
It has recently been fully met by a demand 
for small currenéy notes wanted by the banks. 
but it is not certain the return flow from that 
source will be other than temporary, while 
the drain of gold to go abroad keeps up with 
slight intermission. That it may he ex pected 
to do so is evident from the fact that our im- 
ports for the month of February er- 
ceeded the value of the exports by 
nearly $20,000,000, and the difference 
paid orto be paid on the business of the 
month is uearer to $30,000,000 when account 
is taken of undervaluations of dutiable goods 
and of interest due abroad. The net exports 
of gold in February were $14,245,000, being 
nearly half the difference, leaving as much 
more to be otherwise settled for, and there 
does not appear to be any improvement dur- 
ing March over the record for the month pre- 
ceding.

Probably fewer Americans 
than usual will carry out gold to pay their 
traveling expenses in the Old World, anda 
greater number of European sight-seers than 
ordinary will come here, attracted by the 
World’s Fair. These are the only things 
which can be looked for to check the <xporta- 
tion of the go Id reserves held by the govern- 
ment, 


HARRISON THE ECONOMIST, 

Mr. Harrison says that he was a wise and 
faithful stewaed of the city’s interests during 
his successive administrations. He has suid 
at meetings held in nearly all the hails of the 
city that Chicago lost nothing through him. 
But he never answers the ific charges of 
wanton generosity on his part towards cor- 
porations. 

One of these charges is that he gave to the 
City Passenger railway for twenty years the 
exclusive use of the Washington street tunnel 
rent free. That public work had cost the city 
over halfa million dollars.. It would have 
cost more than that sum for the street rail- 
road company to duplicate it. To have a tun- 
nel was essential to the company, which was 
then endeavoring to compete with the West 
Side company which has since swallowed 
it up with questionable legality. It should 
have been made to pay, and could have at. 
forded to pay, a yearly rental equal at least 
to a fair rate of interest on the investment 
made by the city. Nothing was asked of the 
company, Mr. Harvey Weeks was its Presi- 
dent, Mr. Austin Doyle its Superintendent, 
and Aldermen were among its stockholders— 
all of them excellent men, no doubt, in Mr. 
Harrison’s estimation, and good friends of 
his, but who had not done so much for the 
public as to be entitled to a gift of half a 
million dollars, 

Mr. Harrison never has explained his singu- 
lar generosity, He never will. It is not to 
be explained. What assurance have the pee 
ple that a similar fit of generosity may not at- 
tack him again if elected? He might take it 
into his liberal head to give a slice of the 
Lake-Front for railroad purposes without a 
consideration. 

Mr. Harrison was also generous on another 
occasion at the expense of the city. The first 
grants of street railway franchises in Chicago 
were made by the Council in 1858-’59 and ran 
for twenty-five years. In 1865 a corrupt Leg- 
islature intervened and extended the term to 
ninety-nine years, The city refused persist- 
ently to admit the legality of that law. Sub- 
sequent to 1865 the companies were given by 
the Council the right, for twenty or twenty- 
five years, to lay tracks on a number of streets 
in addition to those specified in the ordinances 
passed prior to 1865. Toward the close of 
Mayor Heath’s administration the question of 
thé invalidity cf this ninety-nine year law 
found ita way into the: Uuited States courta, 
Judge Drummond was of the opinion that it 
was not binding. Had the litigation been 
pressed the Supreme Court unquestionably 
would have sustained Judge Drummond, 
Then the time for which franchises were 
granted on State, Madison, and a few other 
un portant thoroughfares would have been de- 
clared to have expired and the city could have 
put the screws on the companies. It could 
have exacted cheaper fares and better service 
with ease. 

By Mayor Harrison’s compromise plan the 
city abandoned a suitit was on the eve of 
winning, and also extended for twenty years 
the right to occupy the streets where the com- 
panies had laid tracks under ordinances passed 
subsequent to 1865. Mr. Harrison made these 
concessions to the roads. What did they agree 
to doin return? To pay as a license fee for 
cars in use half the amount charged by an or- 
dinance the validity of which they were dis- 
puting, That was a remarkable compromise, 
in which one side conceded millions and the 
other a few dollars. Thanks to Mr. Harrison’s 
devotion to the cause of the corporations, the 
citv’s hands are tied utterly until 1908. 

_ Mr. Harrison has not a word to say now on 
this subject, He does not venture to try to 
show that he was playing the part of an econo- 
mist and a zealous guardian of the city’s in- 
terests when he threw away its magnificent 
opportunities for giving cheap transportation 
tothe people. There would be 34 or 4 cent 
fares now if Heath had been Mayor instead of 
Harrison. The man who surrendered the 
city’s rights in 1883 is not to be trusted in 1893, 
The cityjstill has property and franchises left, 
which should not be at the mercy of a gener- 
ous man who thinks more of his friends, the 
corporations, than of the toilers of Chicago, 
who forced them to continue paying 5-cent 
fares. 
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WILL THE TRUSTS HAVE TO GO? 

The Minnesota Senate has taken the action 
in regard to the infamous coal combine which 
was requested by a public meeting at St. Paul 
afew days ago. It has declared that certain 
railroad corporations and mine owners have 
combined unlawfully to control the market 
for coal over all the Northern States of the 
Union, and that it is difficult for any one 
State to contend alone against this gigantic 
inter-State conspiracy. Therefore it asks the 
Governor of Minnesota to correspond with 
the Governors of all the States north of the 
line between Virginia and North Carolina, re- 
questing them. to appoint commissioners to 
meet on the first Monday of June next at 
such place as the Governors may agree upon. 
There commissioners are to confer together 
and formulate such remedial measures as may 
be necessary to abate the great evil of coal 
monopoly, and submit the same to their re- 
spective States and to the next Congress; also 
to take all other steps which they may deem 
wise and proper for the prosecution of the 
members of said ualawful combination ia 
their respective States. And it was further 
resolved that in case all the Governors of the 
States referred to neglect or decline to ap- 
point any such commissioners the five coin- 
missioners to be appointed by the Governor 
of Minnesota shall meet and propose such 
measures as they may think proper for the 
consideration and action of Congress. 

It may be expected that this action will 
lead up to an accomplishment of the desired 
reform, not only in regard to coal but every 
other unlawful combination which may now 
exist or be attempted in the future to con- 
trol in the interests of a few the prices 
of things necessary to a state of civilization. 
Minnesota is leading off, not only in the in- 
vestigation of the coal combine and in asking 
for a concerted action by the several States in 
regard to coal, but in amending the State law 
relating to all combines by adding an impris- 
onment penalty in connection with the fine, 
so that every conviction carries with it both 
fine and imprisoument. Such additional pen- 
alty would not be retroactive in case the in- 
vestigating committee gathers sutficient evi- 
dence to covnict all of the rmgleaders in the 
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to act as a bar to future oppression by them 
and others of their iik who seek to grow in- 
ordinately rich by plundering the people. 
And if such conviction can be reached before 
the time set for the meeting of the commus- 
gioners the fact would encourage them to 
work with a prospect that their labors would 
amount to something valuable in behalf of 
their constituents. If the barrier of a “ bu- 
reau of statistics behind which the coal con- 
spirators have undertaken to fight the public 
ean be broken down it will not be much trou- 
ble to abolish the still thinner disguises under 
which some of the other trusts have operated 
for the same base ends. All of them will 
have to go. 

It 1s little more than two monthe from now 
to the date set for the gathering. Perhaps the 
interval will be too short to permit the pre- 
vious conference between delegates which 
may be necessary for the formulation of the 
most intelligent and efficient recommenda- 
tions. But still the ball will have been set 
rolling. Another meeting can be arranged 
for and still leave time for pressing the mat- 
ter upon the attention of legislators in order 
that it may be duly discussed and acted upon 
at the sessions of next winter and the year 
after. So there is at least room to hope that 
ere another twelve months have passed the 
people of the United States will see the begin- 
ning of the end of the nefarious trust combi- 
nations which. under various pretexts are de- 
moralizing business methods, in addition to 
directly robbing the consumer, 


MISPLACING THE BLAME. 

The Minneapolis Tribune waxes virtuously 
indignant over what it calls Chicago wheat 
pen morals,” Its ground of complaint is that 
a rather large quantity of wheat sent here 
from the Northwest, where it had graded as 
No. 1 Northern, was inspected as No. 3on 
arrival here. That wheat was intended to be 
delivered on contracts for No. 2, and when it 
would not so grade it became nocessary to 
buy in on the speculative market, Where- 
upon the Minneapolis. paper says: ‘ The 
Chicago speculative gang could not allow 
Northwestern wheat to interfere with their 
deals, and coolly proceeded to rule out the 
grain by high-handed process. This grain in- 
terfered with certain deals in the Chicago 
wheat pit, and therefore it must be kept away 
even if nothing short of fraudulent inspec- 
tion could accomplish it.“ This is simply 
„ bosh.“ It must have been written by some 
one utterly ignorant of the fact that neither 
the wheat pit in this city nor the board which 
includes it has any control over the inspection. 
The rules specifying the quality limitations of 
the different grades of grain are made by the 
State Board of Commissioners, the Chief 
Grain Inspector is appointed by the Governor, 
and one or more of these State officials has or 
have the exclusive “say” as to the . persons 
who shall perform the actual inspection. The 
charge against the board is particularly un- 
gracious just now, as Gov. Altgeld took no 
account of the recommendations in the 
case of the two men, each of whom 
was warmly indorsed for the office 
of Chief by prominent members of the 
board, and appointed a man of whom they 
knew nothing, and whom few if any of them 
supposed capable of acceptably performing 
the duties of the office. Tux Tunern does 
not profess to know whether or not the wheat 
sent frown the Northwest ought to have been 
graded as No, 2 on arrival in this city. But 
it is justified in saying that the Board of Trade 
is not entitled to either praise or blame im the 
matter, and it does not know the shadow of a 
reason for believing that any members of the 
board are deserving of either eulogy or cen- 
sure. therefor. The Minneapolis paper is 
barking up the wrong tree. It ought to know 
better or keep silent. 


Ir the affair be correctly reported, a Brook- 
lyn preacher has prostituted his church to the 
purpose of a spectacular display, and a very 
poor one at that. It was advertised that he 
would exhibit a lion in illustration of a secu- 
larized lecture he proposed to deliver. In- 
stead of a real, live animal,“ he took with 
him a cheap wooden imitation of one, and the 
cheat was so palpable that the boys in the 
audience quitted the building rapidly and 
turmultuously, while the seniors also left in 
disgust. The boys were not to blame. They 
had been attracted by a promise which was 
not kept, and if they then behaved in- 
decorously in the sacred oditice they 
had for an excuse that the preacher had 
set them the example in being ir- 
reverent in spite of his being called a re- 
ereud.“ The attempted performance was a 
fraud and was justly treated.aesuch by a lot 
of people of all ages who had been lured into 
the church by a confidence game. To have 
taken a real lion into the House of God for 
the purpose of helping the audience to under- 
stand how his Satanic majesty is supposed to 
be roaring to get possession of their souls 
would have been bad enough, but to introduce 
a cheap wooden imitation, so constructed as 
mechanically to emit a squeaky sound, was a 
thousand times worse. It could not but cause 
the unthinking to despise the man and induce 
at least some of them to treat his message 
with contempt. The wondér is the fellow did 
not think of this beforehand. Was he crazy?

REPRESENTATIVE Mar's bill to enable cities 
to levy a 2-mill tax to develop electric light- 
ing plants already established was favorably 
reported by the House Committee 6n Muni- 
cipalities at Springfield Wednesday.

SAN DOMINGO’S PRESIDENT ARRESTED 


He Breaks Do the Doors of a French 
Ba and Gets $62,000. 

New York.) March 30.--The Clyde line 
steamer Saginfw arrived from San Domingo 
this morning. The passengers bring news of 
the arrest of the President of San Domingo 
by French naval officers in San Domingo City. 
The President had taken $62,000 from a French 


‘bank. The President’s sudden descent upon 


the bank was the outcome of a legal suit be- 
tween him and some of the French residents, 
involving the paymentof money. The case was 
sent to a * court for judgment, but this 
was dela too long to suit the President. 
So he ordered out bis militia,with instructions 
toseize whatever French gold they could 
find, soldiers proceeded to the bank 
March 14, bore down the doors, blew open 
the vaults, and carried off $62,000 in cash. 
The French commander on the cruiser was 
apprised of the outrage and sent an armed 
force ashore, who captured the President as 
he was about to proceed to Monte Cristo, 
The President was held in custody and word 
sent to France regarding the affair. 


Cholera Reappears in St. Petersburg. 

Sr. Pererssvre, March 30.—Cholera has made 
its appearance again in this city, and it is knowu 
that fatal cases are of daily occurrence. The au- 
thorities are pursuing a policy of suppression and 
witbhold from the public all information as to the 
spread of the disease. The ministry has ordered 
the reopening of the medico sanitary stations in 
the Volga provinces, where the cholera carried 
off many thousands last year; and special steam- 
ers with sanitary staffs will cruise in the river, 
stopping along the Volga to pick up any cholera 
patients or any dead from cholera-stricken ves- 
sels plying on that stream. 


Spain’s Speech from the Throne. 

Mann. March 390.—The Cabinet Council today 
drafted the speech from the throne to be read 
at theopening of the new Cortes. The speech 
will announce that the long-standing deficit of 
70,000,000 pesetas has been abolished through re- 
vision of the estimates and a ty lieh opening 
of new scources of revenue. The licy of re- 
trenchment saves 30, pesetas and the 
remaining 40,000,000 come from new taxes. Legie- 
lative Councils will be granted to Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, These Councils will be composed 
of men nominated by local provincial Councils 
and others elected by the people. 


Temporal Power of the Pope. 

Virewna, March 30.—The Neue Freie Presse 
states that last year the Irish bishops, in the pres- 
ence of their American colleagues, asked the 
Pope frankly why he did not renounce the tem- 
poral power and give up the friction of his cap- 
tivity, and Leo replied evasively: It would not 
be seemly for me to do so.” The Neue Freie 
Presse vrotests against the Pope expecting the 
Catholics of the world to take up arms against 
Italy when not a single Italian Cardinal believes 
the restoration of the temporal power possible.

WHISKY FRAUDS GROWING IN EXTENT. 


Sutton Had 6,000 Blank Receipts Printed 
—His Bookkeepers Kuew All About It, 
Lovursviizix, Ky., March 30.—The develop- 

ments in the Sutton forgery indicate a stu- 

pendous and systematic piece of fraud. It 
threatens to involve others not yet mentioned 
in the affair. It has been learned that Sutton 
had 6,000 blank warehouse receipts printed. 
It is believed Sutton intended to fill out each 
one of these receipts for five barrels of whisky, 
making 30,000 barrels in all. Most of them 
may have been uged up and scattered over the 
country. It develops that William M. Beech- 
er, Sutton’s confidential bookkeeper, is an ex- 
pert with the pen and suspicion is directed 
against him as Sutton's accomplice. 
Bookkeeper Beecher last night stated that 
his employer was guilty of the sus- 
picions directed against him, and said 
further that A. R. Sutton-had confessed the 
same to him. she blank receipts for whisky 
on which the forgeries were committed were 
secured, he said, over a year ago and were se- 
creted in the office at No. 106 West Main 
street for some time before Sheing used. The 
actual amount of forged receipts, according to- 

Beecher, are from $50,000 to $75,000. With 

the money thus raised, in addition to the 

marginal loans, Sutton was enabled to buy up 
large quantities of whisky. Beecher said: 

% am becoming desperate at the 

suspicions directed at me and will stand 

I told President Barret 
of the German Security Bank today about the 
forged receipts. After Sutton had got him- 
self in the affair he became desperate and 
threatened to commit suicide. Sutton 
promised to raise the money tomorrow.

This 1s what illinois has got from the ad- 
ministration. The bhdmination came in to- 
day. It made the Prairie State people feel 
that maybe they were going to get two or 
three more consulates as à recognition of 
their services in making Illinois Democratic.

O’CONOR’S INSURANCE BILL, 


Prescribes How Foreign Companies May 
Do Business in Illinois, 

Srrinerieip, III., March 30.—The insur- 
ance bill introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator O' Conor provides: 

That the Auditor of the State of Illinois, in con- 
sideration of a jearly payment of $200, except in 
counties 1 less than 100.000 inhabitants, in 
which case the fee shall not exceed $25, may issue 
to citizens of this State, not exceeding 200 in num- 
ber, a license revocable at any time. The license 
is a permit to the person namedin the license to 
act as agent to procure policies of fire insurance 
incorporations which are not authorized to do 
business in this State. Before any insurance 
shall be procured under the provisions of the 


license the agent and the party desiring insur- 
ance shall execute a duplicate affidavit. One of 
the affidavits shall be fiied with the State Audi- 
tor and the other at the County Clerk’s office in 
the county in which the property proposed 
to insured is located. They shall 
set forth that the person desiring insurance is, 
after diligent effort, unable to procure the 
amount required to protect the property owned 
or controlled by him from the insurance cor- 
porations authorized to transact business in the 
State. The licensed agent shail execute a bond 
in the sum of $2,000 for the faithful performance 
of his duty to the State, and shail pay to the 
Auditor in January and July of each year 3 per 
cent upon the amount of gross premiums charged 
to policy holders procured the preceding six 
months. 


BILL AIMED AT CHILD ACTORS, 


Mr. Meyer Wants to Keep Children Under 
14 Off the Stage. 

Sprineriztp, III., March 30.—A bill was 
introduced today by Representative Meyer 
ot Cook making it unlawful for any person 
having the care of a chud under 14 years of 
age to exhibit, use, or employ, or in any man- 
ner or under any practice sell, ap- 
prentice, give away, let out, or otherwise 
dispose of any such child to any per- 
son in or for the vocation or occupation, 
service, or purpose of singmg, playing 
on musicai instruments, rope or wire walk- 
ing, begging, or peddling, or as a gymnast, 
contorticnist, rider, or ecrobat in any place 
whatsoever, or for any obscene, indecent, or 
immoral purpose, exhibition, or practice what- 
seven or for or in any business, exhibition, or 
vocation injurious to the health or dangerous 
to the life or limb of such child, or cause, pro- 
cure, or encourage any such child to engage 
therein. 


FOR UNIFORM POLICE PENSIONS, 


Representative May Thinks Chicago’s Re- 
tired Officers Should Get $50 a Month. 
SprinGFieLp, Ill, March 30.—[Special. |— 

Representative May introduced a bill in the 
House tuday of great interest to the police 
force of the City of Chicago. It is intended 
to limit the amount of the pension paid re- 
tired policemen to $50 a month and to make 
it uniform. It has been customary to pro- 
mote men on the eve of their retirement from 
the service so that they could get as muth 
money as possible out of the pension fund, 
the law 2 they should receive one-half 
uf the amount of salary of the office they held 
at the time oftretirement. Some men are get- 
ting as high as-$6 a day from the pension 
fund, while retired patrolmen are entitled 
only to 840 a month Mr. May’s bill makes 
the payment unform —$50 a inonth—to officers 
and patrolmen. 


Provides Powers for Enlarging Parks. 

SPRINGFIELD, III.. March 90. Representative 
Lyman's bill to provide for the enlargement of 
public parks and the establishment of roadways 
and boulevards in connection with them makes it 
lawful for the Park Commissioners to fix the 
boundary of an enlargement, to be adopted by 
resolution of the Board of Park Commissioners 
baving management. It also authorizes the 
Commissioners to purchase additional property 
or to condemn it so as to construct and maintain 
breakwaters. to establish driveways or boule- 
vards, and when necessary to acquire land or ri- 
parian rights for that purpose. [he consent of 
Supervisors and Town Assessors is necessary be- 
fore the Commissioners can enlarge the park or 
make assessments to pay for additional property.

W. H. HOLCOMB SR. PASSES AWAY. 


At the Advanced Age of Ninety-six Years 
He Succumbs— His Life and Work. 

W. H. Holcomb Sr., the venerable father of W. 
H. Holcomb Jr., who is in charge of the Tran 
portation Department of the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, died Wednesday at his residence at Hins- 
dale. Mr. Holcomb Sr. was born in Richmond, 
Mass., Jan. 16, 1797, and was therefore 96 years 2 
months 13 days old at his death. In 1838 Mr. 
Holcomb came West from his home in Lenox, 
Mass., to take charge of mail routes in Llinois 
and Iowa. He settled at Knoxville where for 
several years he conducted the hotel. After 1844 
the stage coach went west of the Mississippi, and 

Ar. Holcomb retired from the business. He was 
an ardent Abolitionist, a conductor of the under- 
ground railway, and became intimately acquaint- 
ed with many of the greatest names of Illinois. 
He was a man of positive character, free from all 
casuistry, and needed only one reason for any 
course or act: Is it right?’ He was identified 
with all the movements of his long years as they 
related to the civic, educational. or religious 
well-being of thé community where he lived. For 
nearly nine years he suffered blindness, and re- 
covered sight by having a cataract removed from 
each eye when above ears of age. He was the 
honorary deacon of the Congregational church in 
Hinsdale, where he had resi for about a year 
and a half. He was three times married, his sec- 
ond wife being the mother of his children, W. H. 
Holcomb Jr., Charies F. Holcomb, Colorado 
Springs. Colo., and Mary K. Shaw, Paxton, III. 
The funeral service will be held at his residence 
this morning at 10:30, the remains en 
to Knoxville for interment.

Jacxson, Mich., March 30.—[Special. ]—The 
prison. tragedy of Sunday night, murderer 
Latimer’s break for liberty, his capture and 
return to solitary continement, are events that 
have exposed an almost incredible condition 
of things in the conduct of Michigan’s largest 
penal institution, and they continue to take up 
public attention to the exclusion of all other 
topics, 3 

At today’s session of the inquest admissions 
were made made by Warden George H. Davis, 
Capt. M. P. Gill, Clerk G. Major Tabor, and 
other witnesses that created great surprise and 
will cause almost as much comment 
throughout the Stete as the es- 
cape of the prince of criminals. 
In his testimony before the Coroner’s jury 
Warden Davis pleaded dense ignorance of the 
exceedingly loose manner in which the prison 
regulations have been observed for months by 
his subordinates, and not until after the pris- 
oner had escaped did he know that Latimer 
enjoyed privileges strictly forbidden to life 
prisouers. The list of violations that Warden 
Davis declares under oath he never knew any- 
thing about would fill a column. 

“It is customary,” seid Mr. Davis, to 
lock all prisoners in their cells at half-past 8 
o’clock, and I never knew until Sunday night 
that Convict Latimer was permitted to leave 
his cell after that hour to visit, chat, and feast 
with the convicts, but I was aware of the fact 
that the prison barber occasionaily made tea 
for the boys and lunched with them.” Mr. 
Davis never knew that the lever plug at Guard 
Haight’s gate was left out of its place at night- 
time. He néver knew that Latimer was in the 
habit of sending and getting poisonous drugs. 
Clerk Tabor had never spoken to him 
about it. He didn’t know what prisoners re- 
ceived from the outside. Tabor and the chap- 
lain were all the time buying stuff for . 

The only request prisoners ever m of 
him for anything was for a number of 
medicines. Packages were never opened to 
ascertain their contents before being sent in. 
A messenger conveying stuff from the store 
to the prison could easily substitute dynamite 
and bombs for sarsaparills and the officials 
not know eit.“ The only knowledge Clerk Ta- 
bor ever had of the contents of a package was 
what he gained from the merchant’s itemized 
bill accompanying it.

cell at 8:30 o’clock?”’ asked Prosesuting-Attor-— 


ney Kirby.

wish to explain about that plug, said 
Davia when his attention was called to the 
matter. “I understand that about six 
months ago Haight, who was subject to heart 
failure, asked permission of Capt. Gill to 
leave it out so that if anything should happen 
the Captain could get to him without having 
to saw his way through the bars. You under- 
stand with that plug in its place no maa liv- 
ing could open the gate from the inside. It 
fastens the lever that moves a heavy steel bolt 
and cannot be reached from the inside. Had 
this plug been in its place Latimer. could 
never have escaped.”’ A 

Mr. Davis’ account of the escape and what 
followed corresponded with story already 
printed. About 12 o’elock he heard a tre- 
mendous rapping at his door, and, jumping 
out of bed, found Gill there. He said. Lat- 
imer has escapea,” “I gried, My God, is 
that so?’ and ran back for my trousers. On 
going I met Rice and questioned him. I also 
ordered him to arouse the other officers and 
give chase while I looked after things in 
the prison. I went to where Haight lay. Dr. 
Mason came in and examined him. I thought 
ermic injection of some 
kind in the leg. r. Kimball was telephoned 
for. I tried to get something out of Gill re- 
garding the matter, but he seemed dazed and 
went over toa spittoon and spit out some- 
thing, comnlaining the while of pain in his 
stomach. I ordered the biscuits, eg 
other remains of the banquet put away, as I 
expected there was poison in them.“ 

his exciting event had effect of making 
a changed man out of Mr. Davis. To a cor- 
respundent of Taz Traisung this afternoon he 
said. I never had such a queer feeling in my 
life as suddenly came over me when heard 
that Latimer had got out. My heart beat like 
a trip hammer.” 

A portion of Capt. Gill's evidence places 
Warden Davis in a bad light as the responsi- 
ble head of an institution in which 800 
desperate men are confined. After relating 
the circumstances of the escape as printed 
in Tun Tano last Tuesday the Captain 
stated that within the last six 
months he had let Latimer out in 
the halls at night, and taken him into his of- 
tice more than a dozen times, but he never 
asked permission of the Warden to do such a 
thing, nor did the Warden know of it. 


Warden Knew of Violations. 


**While he never had any knowledge,“ con- 
tinued Capt. Gill, that Latimer enjoyed 
such privileges the Warden knew that other 

risoners did, and that, too, against the rules. 

t has been acommon thing in that prison to 
let convicts out of their cells at night when 
there was no excuse for it. There 
are a number of the 
prison who never 0 their 
cells till 10 and 11 o’clock, I have seen Davis 
down below, but not frequently, as late as 10 
o’clock. It was not the proper thing to do to 
let Latimer out, but I didn’t think there was 
any danger in it. It has been customary of 
late years fur the prisoners to chip in and buy 
presents for some of officers. Latimer 
said to me some time ago that he wanted to 
take up a subscripaon to bay an officer a pres- 
ent and asaed my permission to go around 
and upon the galleries among the prisoners 
I asked him whom the present was for, but he 
declined to tell me. I refysed to let him go 
around, but proposed that he could receive 
the subscription in his cell and I would send 
the men there to see him. In a few days I 
learned through the Wardep that the present 
was for me. Latimer once said he thought I 
deserved something, as much or more than 
any man in the prison. Warden said to 
me I hear you are going to 
if I was in your place I don’t think I would 
send the men to Latimer with their contribu- 
tions. They might think it compulsory to 
give something. This wag mdication enough 
that he knew what was going on. 

Gill stated he had seen Latimer out of his 
cell at all hours of the night. Not long ago 
he saw him taking lunch with Guard Robson 
as late as 2 o'clock. Gill declared that the

New Warden to Assume Control, 


William Chamberlain, the new Warden, is 
here and will take hold of the prison manage- 
ment Saturday morning. Davis goes out 
under a cloud that overcomes and weakens 
him. He will have to undergo an investiga- 
tion. The people of the State are loudly de- 
manding it the Legislature, u is un 
stood here, passed a resolution yesterday to 
make one next week after the spring elec- 
tions are over. 

After his interview with the murderer yes- 
terday Davis grew fierce and placed him in 
solitary confinement, for throwimg disredit 
upon a Democratic administration by trying 
to escape, where he must remain the balance 
of his days. Davis has a few friends who are 
inclined to exonerate him to à certain ex- 
tent by casting a part of the responsibility 
upon the shoulders of the State Board. 

Chamberlain says he will keep Latimer in 
the dark cell and away frow the sounds of hu- 
man voice as long as is Warden, unless tne 
board overrules him, which it 
power to do.

Michigan Senate Orders the Appointment 
of a Committee by Resolution, 

Lansine, Mich., March 30.—{Special. ]—

each House to visit the prison within the en- 
suing ten days and Nen the purpose 
of ascertaining whether cause for

secure greater safety to the public, more 
efficient conduct of the prison, safer confine- 
ment of the convicts, or a stricter compliance 
with the statutes governing the prison.

Ele Declares the Appointment of Senators 
by Governors Is an Unconstitational 
Usurpation of the Rights of Lrgisia- 
tures, bat Adds That He Knows His 
Protest Will Avail Naught—Bering Sea

‘Wasuinetox, D. C., March 30.— The ses- 
sion of the Senate today was devoted 
almost wholiy to the debate started yesterday

The Vice-President laid before the Senate 
the resolution reported from the committee 
declaring Lee Mantle of Montana entitled to 
a seat in the Senate. Mr. Chandler asked and 
obtained consent to withdraw the resolution 
offered by hiin yesterday and to substitute for 
it one directing the Committee on Privileges 
and -Blections to investigate a statement de- 
rogatory to Senator Power of Montana con- 
tained in the Washington Post of yesterday 
and to report whether any, and if so. what 
action should be taken thereon by the Senafe, 
with power to send for persons and papers. 

Mr. Mitchell then addressed the Senate in 
defense of the minority report, which declares 
Mr. Mantle not entitled to a seat. The qués- 
tion mvolved was, he said, not only one of the 
highest privilege, but one of transcendent im- 
portance.

‘PRESIDENTS TO ACT. 


WILL PIX WORLD'S FAIR RATES FOR 
THE WESTERN’ ROADS, 


Full Text of the Agreement Which Will 
Be Adopted by the Presidents of the 
Western Roads Next Tuesday—Rate 
Clerks Meet Wednesday to Oheck 
Them-—Chariton of the Alton Explains 
the Situation—Spriggs’ Trial Set for 
May 11—Other Railway News. 

The General Passenger Agents of the West- 
ern roads having failed to come to an agree- 
ment as regards World's Fair rates the Presi- 
dents have decided to take the matter into 
their own hands, An agreement has been 
formulated by the Presidents and undoubt- 
edly will be adopted at a méeting called for 
next Tuesday. ö 

The President of one of the prominent 
roads in the Western Passenger Aseociation 
has furnished Tun Trisonez with an advance 
copy of the agreement as it will presented 
to the meeting, giving rates and arrahgements 
from and to Chicago and other points to be 
in effect during the Worid's Fair period: 

First—That wittiin the territory of the Western 
Passenger Association, a rate 50 per cent of 
double locals shall be the agreed general basis 
for the sale of round trio tickets, except that in 
no case shall the rate be lesa than two cents per 
mile, short line mileage, in each direction, plus 


bridge or other arbitraries, except that the selling 
rate from terminals shall be as below specified. 
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Uing purposes „ and those to Chicago 
and return may be for basing and selling 
pu to Chicago only. but not beyond, and 
shall be the minimum propurtions to be accepted 
from connecting lines in division of through 
round trip rates. Tickets to be on sale April 25 
to Oct. 31, 1803, and to be good only for continv- 
ous passage in each, direction between Chicago 
and point of origin in or beyond Western Passen- 
ger — territory; final return limit not 
to exceei Nov. 15, 1893. 

The above single trip rates shall apply on con- 
tinuous passage tickets in either direction and 
may bé used for basing ana selling purposes, and 
shall be the minimum proportions to be accepted 
from connecting lines on single trip business in 
either direction, except that where in division of 
present rates (of March 1, 1893) less than these 
minimutits are accepted in divisions which are 
being properly made the same proportions may 
still be accepted. 

The single trip rates may be in effect to Chica- 
gofrom April 2 to Oct. 31, inclusive, and 
may be iu effect from Chicago m April 2 to 
Nov. 15, 1393, inclusive. 

To equalize the conditions via the Chicago 
route the following one-way and frvund-trip rates 
to and from St. Louis may be used under the 
same limitations and restrictions as above pro- 
vided for Chicago tickets: 
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Second— Children of 5 and undef 12 years of age 
may be sold tickets at one-half of the above ex- 
cursion rates. 

Third—It is recommended 27 the special

Fifth—The Chairman shall immediately call a 
meeting of rate clerks to compile the agreed ex- 
cursion rates which may be required by the adop- 
tion of this report, copies of which shall be trans- 
mitted by the Chairman to connecting lines with 
explanatory circular of instructions, 

Sixth—The form of round-trip ‘excursion

venth—From time to time as may hereafter 
be agreed upon by the association as a whole or 
by the lines directly interested, the Chairman of 
the Western Passenger Association to determine 
in each case what lines are interested, special 
rates may be made for World's Fair coach excur- 


‘gions, the tickets therefor to provide for not ex- 


ceeding one, two, or three days sojourn in Chi- 
cago, and to be good only for going and 
return passage in coaches of the special 
trains rovided for such excursions 
or in the coaches of such designated 
regular trains of the same dates as may be desig- 
nated when the rates are egreed upon. Suc 
special excursions shall be only on short public 
notice, not exceeding one week, and at irregular 
intervals so “as not to interfere with the regular 
daily excursion travel. The baggage to be 
carried on tickets used for such excursions shall 
be limited to such hand baggage as can 
carried into the coaches.

General Freight Agent riggs’ Trial to 
Tome Of May 11. 
George B. Spriggs, Gene Freight Agent 
of the New York, Chicago St. Louis rail- 
road, will be put on trial in the United States 
District Court May 11, He was indicted in 
November, 1891, by the Federal grand jury 
wr the inter-State commerce law of 1889, 
In his capacity as freight agent of the railroad 
company the defendant is charged with mak- 
ing less than schedule rates for Swift & Co., 
the big packers, on provisions in  tran- 
sit between Chicago and New York. The in- 
dictment sets out that the New York, Chicago 
and Louis ratiroad company published 
prin bedules of rates for the transpurta- 
tion of passengers and freightover its lines.
